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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-92 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



The amendment filed December 28, 2004 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) 
because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: With respect to 
claims 21-29, 33-43 and 63-72 and 74-91 contain reference to a specific type of 
scanner, i.e. a flatbed scanner or a transparent scanning surface. These features were 
not disclosed or claimed in originally filed specification, claims or drawings. 

For examining purposes, these claims will be treated as originally filed. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 24, 25, 33, 34 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by EP 1158571 to Shimizu et al. (Shimizu). 
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Shimizu discloses (Figure 1) a system for measuring a feature (calibration marks) 
on a side of a wafer carrier comprising a mounting structure scanned by an optical 
scanner; the mounting structure has calibration marks scanned for measuring position 
of the carrier. This information is used for detecting the distance or position between 
the carrier and mark. (Paragraph 37-41). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 63, 81 and 82 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Shimizu et al. (Shimizu). 

Shimizu fails to specifically disclose the inclusion of a processing unit capable of 
executing software routines, or computer usable media, however due to the 
advancements in automation technology, the inclusion of such would have been 
obvious for one of ordinary skill in the to include, in order to limit inaccuracies due to 
human error. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 26-29, 34, 35, 37-42 and 63-80 are objected to as being dependent upon 
a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Those claims 
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depending from claims objected to for new matter will be considered allowable without 
the inclusion of the new matter. 

Claims 1-23, 30-32, 44-62 and 92 are allowed because the prior art fails to 
disclose the use of pitch calibration marks to detect the position of the carrier.
